First of all, MARA would like to thank all per¬ 
sons who helped us conduct a very successful "Get 
out the Vote" campaign on Election Day.

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STATISTICS ARE FLYING AGAIN 

The papers continue to have a holiday writing 
about Mexican Americans. The latest blast at the 
Mexican American was a series of three articles in 
one of the local papers. Such goodies as 95% of gang 
members and delinquents are Mexican American youths 
and items such as "Alcohol flows real freely among 
these kids, alcohol being their biggest pastime, fol¬ 
lowed closely by sex and fighting." According to the 
paper these gangs have organized girls auxiliaries 
whose primary role is sexual. 

While these incidents might be true there is no 
effort to indicate how much of a problem it really is 
nor what percentage of the Mexican American pop¬ 
ulation contributes to it. 

Should we be alarmed? Shall we keep our dau¬ 
ghters under lock and key? What neighborhoods are 
they from? What schools do they go to? Articles of 
this sort are usually only half done. I guess it sells 
papers. I know that the readers do possess intelli¬ 
gence and can deduce that most Mexican kids lead a 
normal life and that the kids involved represent a 
small number. 

A NEW SLANT NEEDED 

It looks like we shall continue to be the subject 
of further study in other areas. I'd like to recommend 
other subjects for study such as:

The trial of acid murderer Dr. De Kaplany is 
finally in its initial stages. It always amazes me how 
people who commit the most hidious crimes "black¬ 
out." | suppose this is his best defense, although he 
appears very sane and rational. Another factor in De 

Kaplany 1 s favor is the jury-it doesn't matter how 

good a case Mr. Bergna and staff present, juries in 
this County just don't believe in the death penalty. 
|t has been quite a spell since a murderer from this 
County has been sentenced to the gas chamber, and 
De Kaplany may prove to be no exception. I have 
often wondered what the reaction of Mr. JFK would 
be if the average citizen drew a "blank" about April 
15th - due date of Federal Income Taxes. 


As of the early part of the year, Santa Clara 
County residents were dying on our highways at the 
needless rate of one a day. If this present trend would 
continue throughout the year, the results would be 
incredible. The California Highway Patrol reports 
they investigated 98,000 accidents on the highways 
in 1962, at the rate of 12 an hour, and an injury oc¬ 
curring every 5 minutes. The City of San Jose rep¬ 
orted 7, 597 accidents in 1962, resulting in 2, 780 
injuries and 19 fatalities. The statisticians estimate 
that two vehicles traveling at 50 and 70 MPH res¬ 
pectively, under normal traffic conditions and the 
same distance, will vary in time by only 8 minutes. 
Drive carefully--surely your life is worth more than 
8 minutes.
